Woice Culture 


The Voice, the greatest instrument of expression, is 
generally the most neglected. Correct breathing is funda- 
mental, whether for speech or song. Our method places all 
activity at the diaphragm and leaves the throat passive and 
relaxed. No one who has mastered this method will have 
speaker’s sore throat. After the technica] drill, voice placing, 
vocal process in exercise, the voice becomes responsive to 
feeling, and timbre (or tone color) is the result.
